Corra Harris Named 
As Professor of Evil 


WINTER PARK, Fia., Feb. 14. 
(UN)—The world’s first professor of 
evil is a woman novelist and her 
chair will be in Rollins College here, 
President Hamilton Holt’s experimen- 
tal educational laboratory.

He emphasized the class would not 
consider the actual practice of evil, 
but rather “the history and philosphy 
of it, as contrasted from virtue.” It 
is likely that the effects of evil upon 

i and life will be discussed 
by the class, said. 

“Evil,” Mrs. Harris explained, “is 
one of the oldest classics of human 
nature. It is usually taught by peo- 
ple morally illiterate and mentally 
corrupt, when it s be an im- 
vortant part of the education.”

Dangers Attendant to Moth- 
erhood, Say Scientists. 


MONTREAL, Feb. 14.—(UN)— 
Scientists annpunced today that 
months of patient research had re- 
sulted in the discovery of a substance 
that would prolong the sex life of 
women and remove certain of the 
dangers attendant to motherhood. 

In an article published in the cur- 
rent issue of the Canadian Medical 
Journal, Dr. A. D. Campbell and Pro- 
fessor J. B. Collip, chairman of the 
Xiochemical laboratories of McGill 
University, reveal they have found a 
crystalline substance—unnamed, as 
yet—that is derived from the pla- 
cental gland. 

Experiments on rodents, the scien- 
tists say, have established the fact 
that the substance was a remarkable 
effect on the metabolism and general 
health of women. One of the leading 
gynecologists of Montreal expressed 
the opinion that while the outcome of 
the discovery was difficult to predict 
this early, “I believe it will prove to 
be of amazing benefit both to men 
and women.” ' 

Authorities at McGill University— 
a traditional institution of conserva- 
tive science—were quick to warn the 
public against over-optimism. It was 
pointed out that in no sense could 
treatment be classed as rejuvenation. 
The substance can, be used safely 
only on selected patients under hos- 
pital conditions. 

At the same time it was said that 
under proper conditions there was no 
doubt that the treatment would work. 
Dr. W. W. Chipman, a famous gyne- 
cologist, said many cases already have 
been treated in Montreal hospitals 
with excellent results. One effect of

The substance is not attacked by 
the juices of the stomach as is in- 
sulin, which has to be given hy 
dermically. Thus it is possible to give 
the patient the new substance through 
the mouth or Me injection at will. 

A quantity of the drug already has 
been manufactured and is now in the 
laboratories of McGill University. If 
the me of manufacture proves 
satisfactory, additional quantities of 
the drug will be sent to selected uni- 
versity laboratories and clinics for

Hunt & Company of Chicago, as- 
sayers, and Dr. S. W. McCallie, 
Georgia state geologist, indicated 
the mines contained large veins of 
money ore of high quality, in 
many cases exceeding the quality 
now being mined in other gold 
producing areas of America. His 
Dahlonega development would be 
conducted on modern methods 
with all machinery equipment re- 
quired, Mr, Copps said. 

The Cavenders Creek and Gar- 
nett mines have not been worked 
since the Civil War period, and 
prior to that were only tapped 
in a superficial way, according to 
information available at Dah- 
lonega. 

While gold mining ultimately 
would be the central project of 
Mr. Copps’ Dahlonega enterprises, 
and involves yast capitalization 
if future development warranted, 
the Copps’ interests in the Dah- 
lonega region gmbrace a series of 


Mr. Copps stated that he feared 
too much publicity on the gold 
mining feature might retard pre- 
liminary work that is necessary 
before production could be 
launched and for that reason 
would not enter into full explana- 
tion of this phase. 

He said that within 60 days 
the new Dahlonega Mountain 
lake and a small power station, 
which he Is constructing on one 
portion of his tract by damming 
of the Yahoola river, would be 
completed. The lake area was 
flooded several days ago and has 
been drained now to enable clear- 
ing of stumps and other obstruc- 
tion from the basin. When filled 
the lake winds through the moun- 
tains for about one and one-half 
miles, all of which is navigable 
by motor, boat, Mr. Copps said. 
A mountain resort is planned for 
the lake frontage and building 
sites will be ready shortly, the 
Milwaukee owner said. 

The first power station will 
have a 300 horsepower capacity, 
sufficient for what is needed in 
lighting the lake area and carry- 
ing on the opening mining and 
lumbering developments, The 
property contains adaptable water 
power supplies many times what 
would be required for fullest de- 
velopment of the entire area, Mr. 
Copps said.

(P ~Iwo charges of electrcity today 
administered the extreme penalty 
when James Barker, Macon negro, was 
executed at the state prison for the 
slaying of C. H. Oxley,. aged night 
watchman. .Oxley was employed by 
the Bibb Basket Company, at Macon. 

Asked if he had anything to say 
after guards had strapped him in the 
chair,. Barker replied simply “I am 
ready.”’ He was pronounced dead at 
11:33 a.m. 

Professor J. R. Moseley, Macon 
welfare worker, the prison chaplain, 
and a Salvation Army worker visited 
the negro in his cell just before the 
death march began. JBarker led in 
religious services with ' 
reading and then in prayer asked 
God’s bluessing on all persons who 
had become interested in his case. 

The night watchman was killed on 
the night of February 27 «° last year, 
when he investigated a suspicious 
noise in the office building of the 
Bibb Basket Company. 

The mae confessed to officers that 
he was looting the company office 
when surprised by Oxley. He fired 
his gun, Barker said, “to seare him,” 
but had no intention of killing any- 
one. 

The first trial resulted in a dead- 
locked jury. He was convicted at 
the second trialeand an appeal grant- 
ed. An appeal from the yerdict of 
murder at the third trial was denied. 

Barker’s case was finally carried to 
Governor Hardman who declined to 
interfere with the death penalty.

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_FAME AND THE GAME. 

Last fall Columbia's football team failed to stampede any of the lead- 
ing gridiron herds, but only a short while before a Columbia crew had 
rowed to as much glory as any football team ever earned. -But the big 
difference is that‘a star crew doesn’t draw as much of the old hip-hip or 
as much publicity as a star football team can draw—and does draw. 

Yet a winning crew needs as much in the way of skill, stamina, 
power and courage as any winning football team ever needs, and 
probably a trifle more. The four-mile race comes close to being 
the hardest test in all sport. It is a test where the weakest mem- 
ber must row up to the strongest or crack the rhythm of the 
boat. Many of these oarsmen take terrific punishment for the time 
being at least. 

A four-mile race calls for much better physical condition than a foot-. 
ball game demands, for there are no resting spots in a four-mile race, 
where football. action demands only about 15 minutes of motion in the 
two hours needed to play a game. 

In the course of time Columbia’s football team will be heard

U. S. Imports Increase 
$3,000,000 in January 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.+1>)—_ 
Exports from the United States’ dur- | 
ing January decreased $9,646,000 un- | 
der the previous month, while imports | 
increased by $3,000,000, leaving a bal- 
ance of trade in favor of the country 
of $105,000,000 for the month, com- 
pared with an unfavorable balance of 
$119.000.000 for January, 19 

The department of commerce an- 
nounced that exports during January 
totaled $417,000,000, a decrease of 
$71,023,000 from January of last year, 
and that imports were $312.000,000. a 
gain of $3,000,000 over December but 
$56,897,000 under the corresponding 
month of 1929. 

For the seven months ending with 
January exports totaled $3,034,971,- 
000, a decrease of $203,420,000 from 
the same period last year. 

Imports for the seven-month period 
increased $50,577,000, totaling $2,424,- 
986,000 for the period ending in the 
past January, and $2,374,409,000 in 
the previous corresponding period. 

Exports of gold during January 
totaled $8,948,000 as compared with 

547,000 in December and $1,378,- 

in January last year.

Peaches, according. to 
department experts, constitute one of 
the favored diets of the fruit fly. 

The committee, headed by Repre-
